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THE LEADERSHIP OF LABOR LEADERS. 

When the members of an organization repudiate their 
duly elected officers by refusing to carry out their in- 
structions or abide by their rulings, the organization 
ceases to be. A notorious instance of this character oc- 
curred in Chicago recently when the radical minority re- 
jected agreements made by their accredited representa- 
tives and voted for.a street railway strike. Subsequent- 
ly the rational majority of the organization, by a refer- 
endum vote, repealed the ill-considered action of the 
radicals and thus retrieved their organization. 

But the action of,the Chicago radicals did not end in 
Chicago. It has been repeated by some coal miners of 
Illinois and again in the East St. Louis street railway 
In both cases strikes were ordered in violation 
of official command. Whether repudiation of officers’ 
orders fs to become a practice in labor organizations 1s 
a matter of conjecture, of course, but a considerable 
start has been made. 

The question is one of great public interest. If agree- 
ments with labor leaders are of no value, if contracts 
entered into by labor organizations are to be terminated 
by the whim of a meeting, if the solemnly pledged word 
of labor organizations is to be worthless, then the 
present system of arbitration is defunct and some new 
method must be devised for preserving the security of 
arrangements, or capital and labor must frankly set up 
armed camps and survive or perish by force. This is not 
the immediate outcome, but such will be the inevitable 
result if labor organizations scrap discipline and enroll 
under the banner of Prince Mob. 

The question is one of direct and immediate concern to 
labor leaders. If they cannot restore discipline, curb 
mutiny and make their organizations responsible bodies, 
they are through. For them nothing is left except to 
step down and out and prepare for the new order, or new 
disorder.

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RUINING THE STOCK-WATERING INDUSTRY. 

In all plans so far submitted for the future of the 
railroads, even in that submitted Wednesday by the 
Association of Railroad Executives, provision is made 
for a strict supervision of all capital adjustments and 
the issue of corporate securities. The weak spot in the 
public regulation that supervises rates and service but 
is powerless to exercise any restraint on capital enlarge- 
ments and manipulations has long been obvious. We 
would have had regulation of the issues of stocks and 
bonds years ago but for the stubborn and irrational 
lobbying by railroad owners against the annual bill in- 
troduced for that purpose. 

If the owners themselves have become reconciled to 
the control of an activity from which many of them 
have derived greater profit than from railroad operation, 
we are making progress, indeed.

HOW RATS CARRY EGGS, 


From the Scientific American. 

How do rats carry eggs: Some time 
ago the query was put to the most fa- 
mous of all American naturalists, 
John Burroughs. He admitted that he 
didn’t know. He had heard an explan- 
ation, current among farmers, but he 
couldn't say that it was the correct one. 

The mystery of how rats carry eggs 
is unsolved “officially” after hundreds 
of years of conjecture. That eggs dis- 
appearing are borne off by rats is 
proved clearly enough by the discover? 
of whole, uncracked eggs beneath 
floors, in partitions, and other hiding 
places. In farming communities var- 
ious theories are advanced and every 
now and then some one actually claims 
,to have seen the rats at work. These 
eye witnesses of a most unusual thing 
say the rat holds the egg between chin 
and forefeet, or hugged tightly between 
the forefeet; that he tumbles off eleva- 
tions deftly protecting the egg as he 
falls; that usually there is a crowd of 
rats about to drag the egg rat lying 
on its back, by the tail across the 
floor to the hole. 

Others say the rat carries the egg, 
held between folds of skin under the 
chin, without assistance. The general 
testimony, however, would explain such 
a conflict of opinion. It is agreed that 
rats work in gangs when egg carrying, 
and that it is difficult to determine 
from a distance exactly what they are 
doing among themselves. It is said 
there is always much squealing, but 
whether because some are getting hurt,

zenness and dishonesty of the Ger- 
man policy which pressed France 
into an intimacy with England such 
as in the times of the Maid of Or- 
leans, of the Breton wolves and of 
Bonaparte nobody would have 
thought possible. 

Germany on the Moroccan coast— 
that would have meant endanger- 
ing England’s wheat road and would 
have placed the feeding of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom at Berlin’s pleasure. An 
English statesman could just as lit- 
tle idly await that development as a 
Russian could the creating of a 
“Caliphate of Berlin” or German 
rule over Islam.

This was a very important stage 
of the battle and instead of being 
well on the green clear of all trouble 
he hit his iron, shot weakly and it 
found a trap. Ouimet also failed to 
fet home, his ball falling into a trap 
to the left after a bad hook. Evans, 
in playing out, hit the ball too cleanly 
instead of playing the explosion shot 
and making sure'of dropping it some- 
where on the green. 

At the home hole interest was tense 
and you could have heard even a faint 
whisper when Francis went, down 
into the trap to play out. After the 
second shots were played it looked 
like Evans’ match, as he was on the 
edge of the green, but Ouimet played 
a beautiful shot out of the grass that 
lined the tack of the trap and landed 
it seven feet from the cup. Then it 
looked as if an extra hole would have 
to be played out, but Evans made a 
costly error in chipping up to the pin.
